Telegraphing from Chicago on Friday night, 
Reuter’s Correspondent says—In counection with 
the nominations of candidates for the Presidency 
of the United States, the Republican Convention's 
fourth ballot tonight gave General Wood 314;

1401 votes. After the fourth ballot had been 
taken the Convention adjourned until 10 o'clock 
te-morrow mormng Fohowing the presenta- 
tion of Senator Johnson’g name there was « 
pandemonium, his supporters parading the hall, 
using megaphones and unfurling a huge por- 
trait. The demonstratien lasted half an hour 
before the epeech of the seconder, Mr. 
Thomes Schah, of Minnesote, could be entered 
upon. ; 

, The list of candidates presented io the Con- 
vention for nomination concluded with thé 
names of Governor Sproul, of Pennsylvania; Mr. 
Harding, Senetor for Ohio; Mr. Sutherland, 
Senator for Virgina; and Mr. Poindexter, 
Senator for. Pennsylvania. In proposing 
Senator Sutherland's name, Mr. Joseph M 
Saunders declared that he was the man to meet 
the present crisis, “ The people of this country,” 
he added, “want the hand of tyranny re- 
moved from about their throats. §Despotism 
should not be allowed any longer to stand.” 

SATURDAY’S VOTING. 

A Reuter message, dated Chicago, Saturday, 
says—In the fifth ballot Governor Lowden o 
tamed 303 votes, General Leonard Wood 299, 
Senator Hiram Johnson 13314, and Senator 
Warren Harding 78. 

In the sixth ballot General Wood and 
Governor Lowden tied with 3114 votes, Senator 
Johnson got 110, and Senator Harding 89. 

In the seventh ballot General Wood obtained 
312 votes, Governor Lowden 311}, Senator 
Harding 105, and ‘Senator Hiram Johnson 99}. 

The result of the eighth ballot was—Senator 
Lowden 387 votes, General Wood 299, Senator 
Harding 133). 

There was a sensastional development in the 
ninth ballot, when Senator Harding obtained 
3744 votes. General Wood 249, and Governor 
Lowden 1214. Governor Sproul released the 
entire Pennsylvania delegation, numbering 78. 

A message sent from Chicago on Saturday 
night says—The Revublican National Conven- 
tion has nominated Senator Harding as the Re- 
publican Party candidate for the Presidency of 
the United States. 

Senator Harding’s nomination was the result 
of the tenth ballot, in which he received over 
520 votes. Senator Harding was in the ante- 


nounced, and was received with a great demon- 
stration. 

Governor Coulidge, of Massachusetts, was 
nominated Republican’ candidate for the Vice- 
Presidency in the first ballot. 

The full result of the tenth 
Senator Harding, 692; General 
Governor Lowden, 11. 

The result of the first ballot for the Vice- 
Presi candidate was:—Governor Coulidge, 
647, votes; Senator Lenroot, 146}; Governor 
Allen, 68); Senator Johnson, 22}. 

By having ten ballots, the Convention sur- 
passed the Republican records since 1880, when 
thirty-six ballots were necessary.

OUTRAGES OFFICIALLY 
REPORTED. 


The following “summary of official reports of

THE CULLYHANNA MURDER. 


IMPRESSIVE FUNERAL OF SERGEANT 
HULLANDO. 

On Thursday night the remains of Sergeant 
Holland, who was shot dead at Cullyhanna, 
Co. Armagh, the previous Sunday night, were re- 
moved from the Louth Infirmary to the 
Dominican Church, Dundalk, in the’ presence of 
a large aésemblage. The remains were carried 
by the deceased's comrades, and rested before 
the Altar-throughout the night. On Friday 
morning full military honours were accorded the 
deceased. The coffin was draped in the Union 
Jack, and Sergeant Holland's belt, cap, and 
bayonet rested on a gun carriage, drawn by 
six chargers and driven by sergeants of the 
Royal Field Artillery. A firing party of 12 
men of the R.F.A., with arms reversed, headed 
the cortége. 

The chief mourners were :—Mrs. 
(widow), Messrs. Patrick, Dan, and John 
Holland (brothers), and Rev., P. Newcombe, 
C.C., Wexford. (brother-in-law). Sergeants of 
the R.1.C. acted as pall-bearers, and after the 
relatives came the deceased's comrades in the 
Force, carrying wreaths, and soldiers of the 
Dundalk garrison. General Carter Campbell, 
of the Ulster District, was represented at the 
funeral by Major Waller, D.8.0,, R.F.A. 
Messages of sympathy were received from the 
Inspector-Genoral of the R.1.C., the Belfast 
Divisional Commissioner, etc.

MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. J. Roberts said that he aitended the 
dead man on Friday evening, and, on examining 
him, found a bullet wound on the left side of 
the head, above and behind the ear, from 
which brain matter was exuding. ‘There was 
no exit wound. He found another bullet wound 
on the left side of the body, and which, in bis 
opinion, must have penetrated the hing. Death, 
in his opinion, was due to shock, laceration, 

hemorrhage of the brain. 
NO YIELDING TO TERRORISM. 

Distriet Inspector Marrinan said that that was 
alt the evidence he proposed to place before 
the jury. He had put before them a simple 
story In its horror, how a fellow Iriehman’s 
life was taken away without warning. This 
poor young fellow was a very fine type.of man- 
hood So far as he (witness) knew, he had 
not an enemy in the world, and he had no 
doubt that the jury, as Lrishmen and honcur- 
able men, would extend to his friends their 
greatest sympathy. He felt sure that every- 
one ee the condition of things that had 
made the organised system of murder practi- 
cally immune from detection. Speaking for 
the Royal Irish Constabulary. he reiterated 
what he had already said: that no amount of 
murder or terrorism would deter the men from 
the honest discharge of their duty, or force 
them to throw my a position they had chosen. 
A weak-kneed member might give way, but the 
main body of the foree would carry on. He 
hoped before long that the majority of the 
people of thie country, no matter what their 
political opinions, would realise that the Royal 
Irish Constabulary were in no way tyrannical 
or unreasonable towards anyone. ‘They had 
always borne goodwill and friendship towards 
their fellow countrymen, and desired to live in 
vs pe and quietness in their country. 
Under no circumstances whatever would they 
give way to the band of assassins who seomed 
bent upon hunting them down. 

The jury returned a verdict to the effect that 
John J. Carroll met his death at the hands of 
some unknown man, by revolver, shots, and 
were unanimous in deploring the act.

SHOOTING INCIDENT 
DESCRIBED. 


LIMERICK 


MILITARY PATROL’S GALLANTRY. 


An inquest was held in the New Barracks, 
Limerick, on Saturday evening, on the re- 
mains of Lance-Corporal Cyril Constable, 
Machine Gun Corps, stationed at Bruff, who 
died at the military hospital that morning as 
a result of bullet wounds inflicted on him on 
Friday morning on the road near Holycross. 
Mr. J. F. oy J.P.; City Coroner, and a 
i of whic r. F. Herriott was foreman, 

d the investigation. 

District Inspector W. A. Egan, Bruff, siated 
that on Friday morning he was travelNng in a 
Constabulary car with two constables from 
Limerick to Bruff. At about 12.50 am. he 
met a mixed patrol of military ahd police, and 
passed them, and when he had gone a hundred 
and fifty yards or so his car was ambushed by 
a party of ten or twelve men, who fired a 
volley of rifle and revolver shots into it. The 
constables and witness jumped out of the car, 
and engaged the attackers. The patrol came 
along after a short time and gave assistance. 
Shote were exchanged with the attacking party, 
who withdrew, and were followed int> the fields 
by the soldiers. Subsequently, when the firin 
ceased, Lance-Corporal Constable was foun 
wounded in the groin and right arm, and he 
was removed to the military hospital. 5 

MILITARY HURRY TO THE RESCUE. 

Captain Harold A. Browne, Machine Gun 
Corps, identified the remains, and said that the 
deceased was eighteen years of age. Witness 
was in charge of the patrol on the morning in 
question, and, realising that an attack was being 
made on the Constabuiary car, he hurried to 
the scene, and gave the order to fire, in order 
to draw the attack. Shots were then ex- 
changed with the attacking party, who with 
drew after a brief encounter. The soldiers 
pursued the attackers across a field, and it was 
subsequently found that Constable was 
wounded. 

Captain Rudolf, R.A.M.C., who made a post- 
mortem examination, stated that the cause of 
death was shock and hemorrhage, due to bullet 
wounds. 

This was all the evidence given. 

BOND OF STRENGTH BETWEEN 
CONSTABULARY AND ARMY. 

District Inspector Egan, who had charge of 
the enquiry, said that the Ford car in which he 
was travelling with the two constables was 
attacked in a most murderous fashion, and were 
it mot |for the timely arrival of the military 
everyone in the car would have been killed. 
Some people might call this warfare, but he 
called it murder, and he would ask the jury 
to say so too. He felt sure that the jury felt 
the death of this young soldier; certainly he 
felt his death very cm Á because he gave his 
life in defending his (the District Inspector's) 
life. ere was only one thing such a sacrifice 
would jaccomplish, and that was it would in- 
crease and strengthen the bonds that bound the 
two branches of His ajesty’s services—the 
Army and the Constabulary—in their task to 
put down murder, and to stand shoulder to 
shoulder in stamping out the viperous assassins 
who assai m so insidiously at present. 

The jury found that Cyril Constable died from 
bullet wounds, inflicted by some person un- 
known, and they unanimously deplored such 
attacks, and extend their sympathy to his 
relatives.
